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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
WHITLEY  AND  MONKSEATON  URBAN 
DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  during  the  year  1906.  The  general  death-rate 
for  the  year  is  9*45  as  compared  with  9*08  the  rate  for  1905  and 
10*67  the  average  for  the  preceding  ten  years.  The  zymotic 
death-rate  is  71  per  1000  as  compared  with  7  in  1905.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  is  76*99  per  1000  births  registered  as  against 
78*95  in  1905,  and  the  phthisis  death. rate  is  79  as  compared 
with  *66  in  1905. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  all 
these  rates  except  the  infant  mortality  which  is  slightly  less  than 
in  1905. 
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Population  of  the  District, — It  is  somewhat  difficult  to 
estimate  the  population  in  a  rapidly  growing  district  such  as 
this  and  therefore  in  order  to  obtain  as  accurate  an  estimate 
as  possible  and  also  to  apportion  the  population  amongst  the 
various  wards  a  census  of  the  houses  in  the  district  was  taken 
with  the  following  results.

Mortality  Statistics:  The  total  number  of  deaths  registered 
during  the  year  was  120.  Three  deaths  occurred  in  the  Con¬ 
valescent  Home  and  have  been  deducted,  and  three  deaths 
occurred  in  public  institutions  in  Tynemouth  Borough  of  persons 
belonging  to  this  district  and  have  been  added,  leaving  the  total 
number  unchanged.  Of  these  deaths  44  occurred  in  persons 
who  were  upwards  of  65  years  of  age.  89  years  was  the  great¬ 
est  age  at  death  registered. 
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Infant  Mortality. — 16  deaths  occurredpn  children  under  i 
year  of  age  giving  a  mortality  of  76-99  per  1000  births  registered 
and  a  general  death-rate  of  1-26  per  1000  of  population.  The 
rates  in  1905  were  78*25  and  1*5  respectively. 

The  16  deaths  were  due  to  the  following  causes:  diarrhoea 
3.  enteritis  2,  premature  birth  3,  atrophy  3,  tubercular  peri¬ 
tonitis  2,  convulsions  1,  bronchitis  2. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  infant  mortality  keeps  far 
below  the  general  average  of  an  urban  district. 

Zymotic  Death  Rate. — 9  deaths  were  due  to  zymotic 
diseases  as  compared  with  6  in  1905.  The  9  deaths  were  due  to 
diphtheria  3,  diarrhoea  4,  and  enteritis  2.  The  zymotic  death- 
rate  is  -71  per  1000  of  population  as  compared  with  *5  in  1905. 
The  rise  in  the  zymotic  death-rate  was  due  to  the  abnormally 
hot  weather  experienced  in  the  summer  which  caused  an  epi¬ 
demic  of  diarrhceal  diseases. 

Deaths  from  General  Diseases. — ig  deaths  were  due  to 
phthisis  as  compared  with  8  in  1905.  The  phthisis  death-rate 
is  -79  per  1000  of  population.  Two  of  the  deaths  from  phthisis 
were  of  non-residents  but  as  they  did  not  occur  in  public  institut¬ 
ions  I  have  not  been  able  to  deduct  them. 

Other  tubercular  diseases  caused  5  deaths  as  against  8  in 
1905.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  was  15  as 
compared  with  16  in  1905.  Pneumonia  caused  5  deaths  and 
bronchitis  7.  Cancer  caused  7  deaths,  and  heart  disease  24 
deaths.  5  inquests  were  held  during  the  year,  one  on  the  body 
of  a  male  child  aged  5  months  who  died  from  syncope  the  result 
of  acute  gastritis,  one  on  the  body  of  a  male  aged  42  years  who 
died  from  syncope  induced  by  acute  alcoholic  poisoning,  one  on 
the  body  of  a  female  child  aged  4 \  months  who  died  suddenly 
from  convulsions,  one  on  the  body  of  a  male  aged  43  years  who 
committed  suicide  by  laying  himself  down  in  front  of  an  electric 
train  and  one  on  the  body  of  a  male  aged  34  years  who  died 
from  syncope  induced  by  alcoholism. 
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I  give  a  table  at  the  end  of  the  report  shewing  the  birth, 
death  and  infant  mortality  rates  and  also  the  incidence  of  in¬ 
fections  diseases  in  each  ward  of  the  district. 

Births.-  -208  births  (105  boys  and  103  girls)  were  registered 
during  the  year  giving  a  birth-rate  of  18*38  per  1000  as  compared 
with  19  in  1905.  Five  of  the  births  were  illegitimate.  This  is 
the  lowest  birth-rate  that  has  been  recorded  in  this  district. 

Infectious  Diseases. — 63  cases  were  reported  during  the 
year ;  24  of  diphtheria,  5  of  erysipelas,  14  of  scarlet-fever,  2  of 
enteric  fever  and  18  of  chicken  pox.  Table  III  shews  the  num¬ 
ber  of  cases  occuring  in  each  locality. 

Diphtheria. — Cases  occurred  in  January,  February,  March, 
April  and  May.  The  district  was  then  free  until  September 
when  one  case  occured.  In  November  and  December  several 
cases  occurred  and  what  threatened  to  be  an  epidemic  was 
arrested  by  removing  4  cases  to  the  Earsdon  Isolation  Hospital. 
I  have  found  the  bacteriological  examinations  conducted  by  the 
Bacteriologist  to  the  County  Council  of  the  greatest  service  in 
dealing  with  the  disease,  by  the  aid  of  these  examinations  a 
doubtful  diagnosis  has  been  in  many  cases  cleared  up. 

Enteric  Fever. — 2  cases  occurred.  In  neither  could  the 
origin  of  the  disease  be  traced. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — There  are  35  pur¬ 
veyors  of  milk  on  the  register ;  15  cowkeepers  and  20  milk- 
sellers.  The  premises  of  the  purveyors  of  milk  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  fairly  good  order.  I  find 
it  quite  impossible  to  induce  many  of  the  milk-sellers  to  keep  the 
vessels  in  which  the  milk  is  exposed  for  sale,  covered. 

Slaughter-houses. — The  new  abattoir  at  Hill  Heads  was 
opened  in  May  and  is  now  used  by  all  the  butchers  of  the  district 
except  Mr.  Clementson.  The  opening  of  the  new  abattoir  has 
been  of  great  advantage  to  the  district  from  a  sanitary  point  of 
view.  I  hope  some  means  may  be  found  to  induce  Mr.  Clem¬ 
entson  to  join  the  other  butchers  in  the  use  of  the  abattoir.

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses.  No  notices  have 
been  served.  These  have  been  visited  during  the  year.  No 
defects  were  found.  There  are  no  outworkers.  No  offensive 
trade  is  carried  on  in  the  district. 

Water  Supply.  —  During  the  year  there  has  been  an  abun¬ 
dant  supply  of  water.  Complaints  were  received  in  the  summer 
of  the  color  of  the  water. 

Improvements. — The  new  abattoir  is  now  in  working 
order.  A  large  number  of  defective  house  drains  in  the  older 
portion  of  the  district  have  been  put  in  proper  order. 

Improvements. — A  steam  disinfector  is  urgently  needed. 
In  the  near  future  the  provision  of  a  destructor  must  engage 
your  attention. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  find  a  suitable  tip  on 
which  to  deposit  the  refuse  of  the  district.  I  consider  that  the 
present  tip  which  is  in  use  at  Hill  Heads  for  the  deposit  of  shop- 
refuse  is  too  close  to  the  public  road  and  constitutes  a  very  real 
nuisance  and  I  hope  that  the  chimney  at  Hill  Heads  will  soon 
be  in  working  order  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  deal  with  the  shop 
refuse,  some  of  which  is  of  a  highly  offensive  nature. 

The  sewer  on  the  boundary  line  between  our  district  and 
Tynemouth  Borough,  from  Marden  to  the  sewer  at  Cullercoats 
is  urgently  needed  and  will  shortly  be  commenced. 
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The  removal  of  refuse  is  still  in  the  hands  of  contractors. 
This  work  would  be  more  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  Council. 

The  reservoir  at  Marden  should  be  closed.  In  my  opinion 
it  would  aid  in  the  bettering  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  if  the  roads  on  which  there  is  much  traffic  were  paved 
with  impervious  material  and  were  cleansed  by  means  of  water 
and  not  by  dry  sweeping.  These  remarks  apply  specially  to  the 
lower  end  of  Whitley  Road  which  has  been  in  a  bad  condition 
for  some  years  with  the  result  that  it  is  muddy  in  winter  and 
dusty  in  summer. 

The  road  in  front  of  Windsor  Crescent  should  be  made,  not 
only  for  aesthetic  but  also  for  sanitary  reasons,  as  in  its  present 
state  it  is  not  conducive  to  the  health  or  comfort  of  dwellers  in 
that  region. 

The  footpath  running  from  Grafton  Road  to  Cullercoats 
between  Margaret  Road  and  Windsor  Crescent  should  be  put 
into  a  state  of  repair  ;  at  present  in  wet  weather  it  is  a  muddy 
swamp.  The  footpath  between  the  lower  end  of  Whitley 
Road  and  Lish  Avenue  should  also  be  made  passable  in  wet 
weather. 

Several  complaints  were  made  during  the  year  of  the  smells 
arising  from  the  ventilating  gratings  over  the  sewer  along  the 
sea  front ;  it  would  be  an  improvement  if  these  gratings  were 
abolished  and  the  sewer  ventilated  entirely  by  means  of  up  cast 
shafts. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  Mr.  Harper,  for  his 
able  and  zealous  assistance  during  the  year.

Annual  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  nuisances. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Whitley  and  Monkseaton  Urban  District  Council . 

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1906. 

Scavenging  of  House  and  Trade  Refuse _ The  Con¬ 

tractor  has  removed  from  domestic  and  trade  premises  in  the 
district  during  the  year  a  total  5,536  loads  of  refuse  viz. — 

From  Ashboxes  and  Privy  Pails  ...  4,576  cart  loads 

,,  Ashpits  ...  ...  ...  336  ,, 

,,  Trade  Refuse  ...  ...  624  rolley  loads 

Reckoning  the  house  refuse  at  15  cwts.  and  the  trade  refuse  at 
20  cwts,  per  load  it  will  be  noticed  that  an  aggregate  of  4308 
tons  of  matter  has  been  conveyed  to  the  various  depots. 

See  Table  1 . 

Nuisances. — Under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  District 
Bye-Laws  preliminary  notices  were  served  upon  Owners  Agents 
and  Occupiers  requiring  the  abatement  of  416  nuisances.  In  no 
case  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings.  For  list 
of  nuisances  dealt  with  see  Tables  2  and  3. 

Drains. — During  the  year  satisfactory  progress  has  been 
made  in  having  the  defective  drains  belonging  old  houses  relaid 
or  repaired  and  brought  up-to-date.  In  all  561  yards  of  these 
drains  have  been  dealt  with  in  this  manner  and  the  aggregate 
number  of  smoke  and  water  tests  applied  was  163, 

Slaughter  Houses. — With  the  exception  of  Mr.  Clement- 
son’s  all  the  Private  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  district  are  closed 
and  the  butchers  are  now  using  the  Councils  Slaughter  Houses, 
at  Hill  Heads,  The  result  of  this  change  has  been,  from  a 
sanitary  point,  highly  satisfactory,  but  it  is  certainly  unfortunate 
that  Mr.  Clementson  cannot  be  prevailed  upon  to  follow  the 
excellent  example  set  by  his  fellow  butchers. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. — At  the  end  of  the 
year  there  were  15  Cowkeepers  and  20  Purveyors  of  Milk  on  the 
Register,  this  being  the  same  number  as  last  year.  During  the 
year  3  persons  were  registered  and  3  have  been  struck  off,  At 
the  time  of  my  inspections  the  various  premises  were  in  good 
order,  All  the  cowsheds  being  limewashed  at  least  twice  during 
this  period. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act  1901. — 40  Workshops 
and  11  Bakehouses  are  now  on  the  Register.  There  are  no 
Factories  registered  and  no  work  is  given  out  to  Homeworkers. 
The  provisions  of  the  Act  relative  to  sanitation  and  closet 
accommodation  have  been  properly  carried  out. 

Infectious  Diseases. — Under  the  Notification  Act,  63 
cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified.  Divided  among  the 
4  Wards  as  follows :  Rockcliffe  25,  St.  Mary’s  20,  Monkseaton 
10,  Marden  8. 

3  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  4  of  Diphtheria  were  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Earsdon.  105  Rooms  in  55  Houses 
and  4  Schools  and  Colleges  containing  44  class  rooms  were 
disinfected  following  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Chicken- 
pox,  Erysipelas,  Phthisis  and  Measles. 

Steam  Disinfector. — I  have  again  to  remind  the  Council 
that  the  District  is  still  unprovided  with  any  apparatus  for  dis¬ 
infecting  by  steam. 

Petroleum  Act. — Three  licenses  to  store  Petrol  for  sale 
were  renewed  for  a  period  of  twelve  months.  There  were  no 
new  licenses  granted.  Mr.  Keltie  was  authorised  by  the  Council 
to  increase  the  maximum  quantity  of  Petrol  to  be  stored  upon 
his  premises  at  one  time,  from  50  gallons  to  60  gallons.
